Claims 1-20 are pending. 



Restriction Requirement 



2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -6, drawn to a substantially pure conopeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 , classified in 
Class 530, subclass 300. 

II. Claims 7- 13, drawn to a substantially pure conopeptide of SEQ ID NO:2, classified in 
Class 530, subclass 300. 

III. Claims 14-15, drawn to a substantially pure conopeptide of SEQ ID NO:3, classified in 
Class 530, subclass 300. 

IV. Claims 16-17 , drawn to a substantially pure conopeptide of SEQ ID NO:4, classified in 
Class 530, subclass 300. 

V. Claims 18-19 , drawn to a substantially pure conopeptide of SEQ ID NO:5, classified in 
Class 530, subclass 300. 

VI-XV. Claim 20, drawn to a substantially pure conopeptide of one specific SEQ ID NO:6-15 
for example of SEQ ID NO 6 or SEQ ID NO:7 etc, classified in Class 530, subclass 300. 



3. Groups I - XV are different products. These inventions are differ with respect to their 
structures and physicochemical properties, which require non-coextensive searches; therefore 
each product is patentably distinct.
